The Andover Committee for A 
Better Chance will hold its first 
annual meeting at 8 p.m, Nov. 16 
in Memorial Hall at the municipal 
library. 

Officers and directors will be 
elected, by-laws and amendments 
acted upon and a budget considered, 

AC/ABC finances and operates 
the A Better Chance program in 
Andover which began this year 
with enrollment of 10 boys from 
urban centers at Andover High 
School, The committee bought and 
furnished the Main Street dormi= 
tory where the boys live and raised 
funds for their tuition, 

At the annual meeting both Wil- 
liam Deacon, dormitory house=- 
master, and Al Moncure, resident 
tutor, will report on the progress 
of local ABC students, Thegeneral 
subject of ABC in public schools 
will be discussed by Thomas 
Mikula, director for the Hanover, 
N, H, ABC program.

mittees will be presented as 
follows: finance, Leonard Kent; 
housing, Norman Viehmann; stu= 
dent life, Dorothy Klie; and over=

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After several weeks of debate, the Board of Selectmen told the 
town manager to go ahead this week with preparation of detailed 
plans and specifications for the safety center shown in this 
architect’s sketch. The vote: 3-2. 


Construction Makes News 


Construction - progress and 
problems with it and plans for it 
= continue to dominate the news in 
Andover, 

This week attention focused on 
the last in a series of see-saw 
discussions about how to resolve 
the design and cost controversy 
which has embroiled the Select- 
men ever since preliminary plans 
for a contemporary police-fire 
headquarters building were un- 
veiled some months ago, 

On Monday, over the objections 
of Selectmen William Stewart and 
Sidney P, White, the board author= 
ized the manager to order final 
plans and specifications for a 
scaled-down version of the original 
design, Bids will be taken on these 
plans, along with others for equip= 
ment (including a new fire alarm 
system) in time for the March 
Town Meeting when voters will be 
asked to appropriate the difference 
between the $560,000 still in the 
safety center construction budget 
and the total bid price for the 


building with all its fixtures and 
equipment, 

Both Stewart and White voted 
against the procedure planned, and 
both restated their preference for 
starting afresh with a new design, 
White, in fact, moved that Archi= 
tects Collaborative of Cambridge 
be dismissed from the project but 
the motion went without a second, 
He said to dismiss the architec- 
tural firm at this stage would cost 
the town $10,000, but that it will 
cost $38,000 to pay them off if 
voters fail to support the project 
after final plans are completed, 


Problems with the budget for 
the project are due in part to the 
fact that construction costs have 
advanced from five to ten percent 
annually since initial appropria- 
tions for separate fire and police 
facilities were estimated, and in 
part because the total budget was 
trimmed by the expenditure of 
approximately $190,000 for the 
site and site development, 


Building 


Does it cost more to build 
schools in Andover? 

The citizens’ committee named 
a few weeks ago by the school 
board to investigate this question 
filed a report Tuesday which says 
both ‘*Yes”’ and **No,”” 

Using the recently designed Ban= 
croft School as a basis for come 
parison, the committee concludes 
that ‘‘ona pure~building cost basis, 
with comparable specifications, 
Andover falls on the lower end 
of the (cost) scale,” 

When you toss in the extras 
called for in school department 
specifications (carpeting and air 
conditioning, for example) and add 
on also site developments ex= 
penses, Andover’s total project 
costs, for the Bancroft School at 
least, run higher,

Junior High 

On another front, school, town 
and finance officials met Thursday 
to make a basic decision about 
school construction, 

They were assembled by Town 
Manager Richard Bowen who 
sought a high-level reaction to 
the news that it will take a minie 
mum of $1,8 million dollars to 
renovate the present junior high 
school in a manner that will meet 
educational specifications drawn 
by school administrators, 

Because of the size of the 
estimate, Bowen wanted discus= 
sion of the plans and procedures 
for implementing them before pro= 
gressing further with the project, 

Despite statements from School 
Chairman Louis Galbiati and 
School Committeeman William A, 
Doherty proposing construction of 
a new junior high building, the 
consensus was that the town should 
proceed with improvements to the 
present building, One of the argu=

Cost Study 


The committee, which was 
headed by Dr, Milton Meyers, a 
former chairman of the School 
Committee, came to the following 
conclusions in its four-page re= 
port: 

The total project cost for the 
Bancroft School seemed high at 
$30.60 sq. ft., but this is a result 
primarily of singular educational 
specifications as determined by the 
School Committee, i.e, air-con- 
ditioning, carpeting, and a large 
library area, and secondarily of 
high site development costs, The 
net building cost figure ($20.86), 
excluding these factors, is well 
within reason, 

The site development cost of 
$172,000 is an important com= 
ponent of the total project cost, 
Obviously careful site selection 
can influence the final totals signi- 
ficantly, The confusion and con= 
flict over site selection at two 
successive town meetings indicate 
a need for more advance planning, 
in this area, Suggestions for the 
future include (1) more aggrese- 
sive school site acquisition, and 
(2) site inspection and evaluation 
by a professional, before pure 
chase, (cost approximately $1,000- 
$3, 000/site,) 

If costs continue to be an im= 
portant, if not overriding factor, 
it is recommended that an archi- 
tect with extensive experience in

school construction be selected, 
An architect with this experience 
appears to attract more construc= 
tion firms to bid on a given project, 
thus creating a more competitive 
bidding situation, Further, it is 
recommended that we should have 
more than one bid per project, 
and that toward this end the bidders 
should have a minimum of six 
working weeks to submit bids, 

The study compares basic con= 
struction costs on six buildings 
bid within the last six months as 
follows: Millbury, $13.82/sq. ft.; 
Andover, $20.86; Framingham, 
$21.16; Foxboro, $21.20; Chelms- 
ford, $22.73; and Chelmsford, 
$23.80. 

Site development costs, reflect= 
ing the quality of land, are com= 
pared as follows: Chlemsford, 
$51,000; Foxboro, $120,000; Mill- 
bury, $152,000; Andover, $172,000;

A special Town Meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, Nov. 
13 at 8 p.m. in the auditorium 
at Andover Junior UWigh 
School. 

Among key items on the 
warrant are: acquisition of 
land for the addition to West 
School; planning and design 
funds for rennovation of the 
junior high school building; 
authorization for a contract 
with the MBTA for train 
service; and the acquisition 

. of easements in Lowell Junc- 
tion to permit the laying of 
water and sewer lines to 
serve the industrial area 
where Gillette Co. plans 
construction. 
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ments: certain structural repairs 
to the building are necessary any= 
way if it is to be used, meaning 
that the town could not substitute 
a new building price tag for a 
renovations price tag, Ultimately, 
it would have to appropriate for 
both, 

Discussed, but dismissed was 
the idea of converting the junior 
high into offices for school and 
town administrators witha recrea= 
tion center in the auditorium-=gym 
between wings. 

The decision was to put an article 
in the warrant for the Nov. 13 Town 
Meeting asking for $100,000 to 
cover the cost of retaining archi= 
tects, the preparation of plans, 
working drawings and bid speci- 
fications for the renovations, 

Meanwhile school authorities 
have begun rejuggling plans for 
the ‘junior high population, When 
the present senior high is avail- 
able at mid-year, the school de= 
partment now plans to send all 
seventh and eighth graders to that 
building in order to clear one wing 
of the junior high for the renovae 
tions work, This will leave the 
ninth grade as the only class in 
the present quarters, 

Next September, the new seventh 
grade class will move into the 
present junior high and the follow- 
ing September, when renovations 
should be completed, the total 
junior high population will be split 
so that there will be seventh, eighth 
and ninth graders in both buildings.

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Editorial Comment 


A Challenge 


Senate Majority Leader Kevin Harrington gave Andover 
public school teachers some good advice this week, 
offering suggestions for how to upgrade their profession 
in such a way as to thwart the many who generalize about 
the inadequacies of teachers in order to justify their own 
reluctance to pay what it takes to support quality education. 


His comments were not 


for Andover ears alone, of 


course. He had in his audience the executive secretary of 
the Massachusetts Teachers’ Assn. and the leadership 
from teachers’ organizations throughout: the Merrimack 


Valley. 


Sen. Harrington warned the professional educators that 
they can expect to encounter a growing hostility from 
those in the great middle class now that they have ac- 
quired a taste for the luxuries that affluence can buy. 

If the comfort lovers are to be persuaded to provide pro- 
fessional working conditions and salaries for teachers, 
Harrington said, they must be shown that teaching is truly 


a profession . 


. . that it is not a haven for light weights 


who regard snap. courses and watered degrees as short 


cuts to social security. 


He .advised the MTA and 


its affiliates to press for im- 


proved standards of teacher certification; to support the 
concept of teachers being hired to teach in their major 
field; to support a demand for teachers to do degree work 
in their own specialty instead of settling for catch-all 
master’s degrees; and to lobby for year-round use of 
school facilities so that teachers who want to work a 
12-month year can do it and so that’ the community’s 
investment in buildings and equipment can be utilized to 


the fullest. 


He hit some nerve ends, but the weaknesses he pin- 
pointed are those that responsible educators have con- 
sistantly worked to eliminate. The senator is right, how- 
ever. It is time to accelerate reform from within. 

There is no reason why some of the impetus for such 
reform cannot come from the Andover Education Assn. 
We have professionals within our school system who are 


capable of leadership. We challenge them now to use this 
talent to work for state-wide support of standards that will 
winnow out the chaff in public school faculties.

The Last Days Of EXPO ’67 


It was inevitable, 

**Have you been?*’ 

**Are you going?”” 

**T think I°11 wait until the last 
few days.when the crowds will 
thin out,”” 

In reporting for the Andover 
TOWNSMAN I must confess that 
I became desperate upon arrival. 
The total attendance for the sume 
mer was approaching 50 million, 
I arrived late oneSunday afternoon 
- the last before the closing a week 
later, How do you jostle people on 
a 65 acre tract, or not jostle them? 
I learned next morning that 460,000 
- just short of a half million people 
had been crowding the exhibits that 
one day. The next day, Monday, 
Oct, 23, it tapered off to a mere 
quarter million, So much for nume= 
bers - why were so many there? 
Where did they come from? What 
did they hope to find? Were they 
disappointed? 

I have no specific answers to 
such questions, It would take many 
weeks of study to provide them, 
By describing a series of impres= 
sions I may best give some notion 
of the social impact which EXPO 
°67 provided, 


Sunday evening, Oct, 22nd, a 
cold, lurid sunset was taken over 
by a coverlet of lights, Small 
children darted about, They were 
up late = but what of school tomor= 
row? It was the last week of EXPO, 
Boys and girls in a scout area 
were rocking by the light of a log 
fire accompanied by a pumping 
accordion, seeking to match its 
chant with their own exuberant 
voices, A long line waited before 
the art building patiently 
shivering, too long, I thought and 
went into the photo display next 
door, Here were all theoldcliches 
and the crowd seemed to know it 
and avoided them, There were 
other, exciting experiences to be 
had elsewhere, Riding the free 
elevated train to survey one of the 
other of the three areas (two of 
them islands in the St, Lawrence 
River) which composed the fair 
grounds, I passed by a dimly-lit 
monument, Dull looking, I thought 
to myself in the twilight, I shall 
find no trouble in passing that by 
during the next two days, I was to 
learn I was wrong, On the second 
island, the great illuminated 
sphere of the U, S, Pavilionglowed 
like a rising moon above the tree 
tops, ‘*Let me save that,** I thought 
and look at some other things first, 
By contrast, the huge upspread 
wing of the USSR monument seemed 
worth looking into, just to see what 
might be featured, Everything 
seemed to vaunt the pride of 
rechniqne, ‘little taste; “érowd in 
more ~and~become ~impressive**

was the visual communication, 
There were escalators and several 
floors so that the impression was 
one of spatial profusion, In this 
respect, not unlike the U, S,. 
pavilion, I was to learn later, Yet 
here too were people, children, 
more people, wandering, staring, 
On the top level was a smallgroup 
waiting before a ‘‘cosmos 
theater.”® Because the group was 
small, I waited. Long lines were 
to be found elsewhere, I should 
have known better. Tickets were 
necessary, On my last day I 
managed to obtain one, The seating 
capacity was about 50 (whereas 
many more lively experiences, 
such as ‘*Maninthe polar regions”’ 
held two to 400), Once seated in a 
black, unlit chamber, seat belts 
were ordered fastened, and a 
sliding wall slowly parted, Before 
me were a million stars, I was 
soaring in outer space, The scene 
shifted to the light of day looking 
at earth, then outward again and 
so on, Imagination? Yes, Poetry? 
No, 


Poetry on the other hand, was 
to be found on one of the minirails 
especially at night, The minirail, 
designed and constructed by a 
Swiss firm, consisted of a train of 
open cars, like those in a roller 
coaster, except that it served as 
a slow method of local transpor= 
tation, Balanced on one central 
set of wheels, the successive trains 
moved about without a driver, One 
of the high points of the ‘‘blue’’ 
minirail was its passage through 
the diameter of the U, S, sphere, 
Inside the glowing environment <= 
exhibits literally floated on all 
sides, above and below, as if they 
were strange submarine plants, 
but though deliberate the journey 
was too soon completed, as one by 
one the various EXPO attractions 
dimmed their lights to meet the 
9:30 closing schedule, Supper? Oh, 
there were lots of restaurants, 
but very full and expensive, For 
a limited visit, there wasn’t time, 

On to La Ronde = the **Midway’® 
section which stayed opentill mid= 
night - ferris wheels, roller 
coasters, dodgems, sugar candy, 
hot dogs, and all the rest, But 
there was one serious feature 
which had attracted me, ‘*Laterna 
Magica,’® and it was worth it, 
Here, the only area in all of EXPO 
there was an extra charge for the 
**fun,’* The charge for Laterna 
Magica was as nothing to the 
spectacle, A motion picture screen 
portrayed characters who sudden= 
ly appeared in real life on the stage 
before the screen and then entered 
into a conversation with their 
screen images, It was anillusions | 


istic ballet in which clowns, girls 


and movies got all mixed up. And 
so home to bed via the spic and 
span subway into which people 
were swept like twigs down a 
swirling river, The Montreal sub= 
way, or Metro, is a lesson in quiet 
and cleanliness; white and gray 
tiled stations are spotlessly bright; 
the track bed is tidy without clutter, 
Trains run on rubber tires, Nerves 
are soothed; a fitting way to end a 
long day, 


Contrary to the experience of 
many millions who attended 
EXPO °67, those who were there 
those last days were blessed with 
crisp, fresh air and warm sunlight, 
Thus, the miles to be walked were 
not fatiguing, a coffee break or a 
luncheon snack in the sun was re= 
laxing, As I entered the subway 
next morning EXPO bound, I 
thought, ‘‘Monday, children will be 
at school, grown-ups at work; 
traffic will be light.’? Within 
seconds this poor guess was can= 
celled, The river now flowed in 
the opposite direction like a 
changing tide = not many children, 
though = yet! Within an hour or so 
it seemed asif almost every school 
within miles had declared a na= 
tional holiday, They added, in a 
formal organized way, tothe length 
of the waiting lines, Indeed, I suse 
pect that the lines may have been 
longer than earlier, during the 
rainy summer; it was pleasant 
just to stand in the sun. Fortunate= 
ly, as a press representative, I 
waited little, Instead I could turn 
my attention to the crowds theme 
selves from various vantage points 
without having to watch from a 
single slowly moving point, 
Children took a similar advantage 
of their elders who had to stay in 
place, The supporting struts of the 
pavilion, it seemed, furnished 
ideal jungle-gyms and, with much 
leaping, screaming and pirou= 
etting, were put to ideal use to 
dispel an excess of energy, How 
thoughtful of the various 
architects, But the patient adults 
had something to look at, never= 
theless, There was the great U, S, 
translucent dome dominating the 
scene, scintillating like a choice 
diamond in the bright daylight, 
Here, nearby were two seagulls 
flirting with the high spray of some 
fountains like moths wind around 
a flame, Over there the'passage of 
people to and fro was reflected in 
the polished steel of the over= 
hanging framework, reflecting 
their movement so that they 
appeared to walk upside down,

with water resources officials 
Tuesday to plead for an extension 
of a state deadline requiring the 
towns to act on its draft legisla- 
tion or an acceptable compromise 
within less than 90 days, Andover 
wants to comply with the state’s 
demands for a river clean-up, but 
it also wants additional time for 
compromise negotiations, 

The board has stated previously 
that it will submit a pollution abate= 
ment proposal to voters in March, 
and it would like to have until then 
to come to terms with Lawrence, 
Methuen and North Andover or to 
draft legislation for a two-town 
district with North Andover should 
negotiations with Greater Lawe 
rence officials fail. 

If the state commission refused 
to grant the delay, the board is 
expected to recommend against 
voter approval of the article as 
it appears in the warrant, 

The fact that a four-community 
compromise appears more likely 
than at any time during two years 
of pollution talks encourages offie 
cials to believe that the commise 
sion will approve the delay, 
Manager Bowen said Wednesday, 

Though no new pollution con-
